That was at 12:8 0 p. m. within the o ld grey walls o f 
Westminster abbey . 
Acro ss the channel in a To uraine hunting lo dge Edward 
o f Windso r, the man who se abdicatio n made Geo rge VI 
king, listened by the side o f Wallis Warfield to a bro adcast 
“ j o f the ritual. 
Then—just at the peak of solemn 
abbey consecration, hia friends dis­ 
closed th a t lie and Mrs. W arfield 
hav e delayed their m arriage until 
early June, because thp royal fam ­ 
ily. desiring a public wedding, 
lias 
disagreed with the British gov ern­ 
m ent, which w ants a strictly p ri­ 
v ate one. 
Speaking slowly and clearly, with 
no hint of im pediment, the grav e- 
eyed m onarch in the abbey accept­ 
ed the throne of 
Britain 
and 
pledged himself to a Just and h on­ 
est rule.
